Admiral Bunoe's Ships Fxperience Some
Nasty Weather,

FOUR LIVES LOST DURING THE GALE

Three Men Drowned, One Craoshed to
Denth and Seven Others Badly
Hurt — Conslderable Dam-

| nwe to Cruiser,

CHARLESTON, 8. C, Feb. 8. —Admiral
Nunee's squadron reached port today, after
a (isastrous voyage from Hampton Roads.
Three men wero lost overboard from the bat-
tleship Malne during the gale of Friday, one
man was orushed to death on the crulser
Marblehead, and one wan fatally Injured and
glx othera were 2o badly hurt that several

may lofe limba,

The detalls of the aceldents on the Marble-
head ave not obtainable, but (L seems Lhe
ertlser made bad weather of the blow. To-
night, an she lies off the jettles, she presents
a dismantled appearance, Her forecastle Is
gtove In and a portlon of her guperatructure
and two hatches are carried away. The
heavy meas that swept over her decks also
carried away her searochlight, lower port
boom, smashed the ralls and swept over-
board the life boats, Carpenter Shawberl
wag orushel to death In tne forscastle when
it was wrecked by a moaster wave, and &
man had his glull crushed by the wieckage,
The =alx seamen, who were Injured, woere
hurt at the same time, It I8 understood
the injured men will he brought ashore [or
treatment tomorrow. Carpenter Shawberl
wis buried at sea,  The other vesscls of the
fleet show marks of the rough voyage, thelr
upper works and deck hamper belng dam-
ngnd.

The squadron welghed anchor In the }}umls
Thursdny morning and put to sed. Feiday
evening the weather thickened and by night
was blowing a gale. The Indlana returned
to the Roads, owlng to the conditipn of hor
turrets, The rest of the fleet, however,
poked thelr noses into the storm and headed
wouth,  When about fifty miles off Hatteras
the fleet felt the full foree of the blow. Open
pguadron formation was maintained and the
veracls were put In order for a nioge of
weather., The battleship Malne rolled in
the blg seas, the water washing her decks

every plunge.

l"11 wnn' |€lI|l' ¥riday afternoon when the ac-
cident eocourred, which cost three seamen
their lives. Three others were reseued only
by prompt and herole action, A gang of
men avere ordered forward lo make more #o-
cure the lashings of the blg guns. The
deck was deluged and the wind was fresh-
ening every moment. They wero at work
at the lashing when an unasually heavy sea
curled over her bows and swept aft. Bix of
the gang wera picked up and carried over-
board Dbofore they coulil espape,

MAN OVERBOARD.

When the ery of “man overboard' was
heard there was a scene of momentary con-
fuslon, but In an Instant the splendid dis-
cipline of the crew WH appar-
ont, Life buoys were  out lnose
dng thp order glven fto get a boat
overboard, A boat's erew under Naval Ca-
det Waller R. Gherardi, son of Rear Admiral
Qherardl, retired, was finally lowered, ex-
collent seamanslilp alone preventing the frail
oraft from belng crushed against the sides
of the big battleship. While the engines
had been reversed at the first signal from
the bridge. the "momentum of the ship bad
carrled‘g:r aome dlstance beyvond the spot
where the seamen were swept overboard and
the current was carrying them further away
every moment, The ship's crew watched
the rescuers as they pulled manfully in the
heavy seas, the waves running so high the
1ttle boat was at times hidden from the ves-

sel's view as it rushed down into  the
trough. .
Meantime the drowning men fought

bravely and three of them managed to Keep
wlont untll their mates bauled them out of
thie water.  Thoy were Seamen Hassgel,
Cronin and Freeman, The remalning three,
Brown, Nelson and Kogel, were not to be
seen. The lifeboats crufsed back and forth
over tho sea, but the brave fellows had given
up the struggle and met a sailor's fale.
Ondet Gherardi and his boat's crew  were
highly complimented by the officers for their
brave work.

Friday night the fleet made heavy woeather
of 1t, but managed to keep within signaling
distance of one another. Toward morning
they hove to and weathered out the rest of
the gale In that maoner. The officers eay
it was one of the worst gales the fleel has
exporienced,

The Fern made this port before tho worst
gale, helng forty-olght hours ahead of her
consorts in making harbor. The Dolphin
which came up from the south, arrived yes-
terday and experloneed no severe weather
A boat from the Malneeame up to the clty
this afternoon with several officers, They
vielted the collector of the port and filed
telegrama, A diepateh from Washington was
awalting Admiral Bunce, presumably from
the Navy department, in connection with
the blockade mancuvers,

BISWARCK 0N ARBITRATION

Writes Ont Replies to Some Questions for
Newspaper Publication.

DECLARES WAR THE ONLY FINAL ANBITER

Aed Germnn Statexman Pralses the
Proposed Anglo=Amerienn Treaty
ns n 8Mgn of the Progress
of the Age.

LONDON, PFeb, S—(New York World
Cablegram—S8pecial Telegram.)—Prince Nis-
marck received a represontative of the World
at hin castle at PFriedrichsruh yestorday.
The correapondent oalled by appoluntment
with Count Rantzau. the son-in-law of the
Iprimn, who enjoys the closest, most con-
fidential relatlons with the great chancellor,

The World had requested an expression of
apinion from Prince Bismarck on Interna-
tional arbitratlon. The great diplomaiist's
view was especinlly desired by the World
in a theoretic sense, I Prince Blamarck
wished it to Lo considered so, on the ulti-
mate guccess of such a peace treaty between
two great natlons and specifically whether
such a treaty as that now pending between
Great Britaln and the United States would
be likely to bear the siraln of grave inter-

national digputes between nations—Iin short
whether great natlons are ever lkely to
settle thelr disputes by arbitration Instead
of war.

Prince Blamarck recelved the World's in-
quiries and ap appointment was made by
Count Hantzau at the eastle five days later.
The ex-chancellor chose to observe his Ine
variable practice of giving set Interviews for
publleation. His answer to the World was
made through Count Hantzau yesterday In
thesp words

“On the mevits of the arbliration treaty
now pending In the United States senate the
prince has not a word to say. He wishes It
to be understood that the opinlon he now
expresses {8 purely theoretical or academ-
feal In respect to arbitratlon of disputes bie-
tween natlons, not ng an expression upon
the merits of the peace treaty which hoe
beon negotiated between Great Britaln and
the United States. Upon that he wishes to
make no expression.

Sppince Blamarck declares emphatically
that he detests war, though he has boen
driven to advocate it where there has been
no other means of settling disputes and
where the fate of the vaterland was involved,
Arbitration he would certainly have pre-
torred could he have expected that the de-
clslon would have been such as e consldered
to be just, It ls only necessary to remember,
however, the case of the Caroline Islands
and the pope's decislon against Germany
In behalf of Spain.

UNCERTAIN BUT PRAISEWORTHY.

“In practice,” Prince Bismarek's opinion
continued, “the value of any agreement be-
tween different pergons, however precise the
wording, depends entirely on the character
of the contracting parties, and still there
are the law courts (o appeal to whenever
differonces arlse. But where 18 the Juw
court, any law court In fact which could
eventually enforce its sentence In the cage
of two great niatlons entering Into b treaty
of arbitration? No statesman In this world
ia so powerful as to be able to command
the volee of the people in cortain emergen-
cles. No grbitration treaties will ever suo-
ceed in abolishing war as the sole means of
sottlement of o dispute when the whaole
future of a natlon ls belleved by Its people
to depend on the way the Issue Ig settled.

“The terrors of modern warfare,” con-
tinued the iron chancellor's stntement, ''tho
uncertainty ag to what the end would be
will do more, at present at least, to prevent
war than any treaties could do, Onece the
people are educated enough to comprehend
that war Is a double-edged sword, the
psgeressors often belng the losers, then war
will conse,

“However, aa a proof of how humanity
has advanced, if not for anything else, the
avowed intention of the people of the United
States and of Great Britain to settle future
disputes by International arbitration ls to
be applauded.”

Piince Blsmarck's memorandum for the
World, as glven above, was read from manu-
soript by his gon-in-law, Count Rantzau. It
was takesn down by the World corréspondent
verbatim, and s glven with quotation marks
to Insure absolute Accuracy. Prince Bls-
narck afterward graclously con=ented to sit
for the World correspondent while two In
atantaneous photographs were being made.

ARRANGES FOR AN INTERVIEW.

The World'e correspondent first vislted the

castle at Friedrichsruh on Monday, Feb
ruary 1. He presented hig credentials and
letters of introductlon, The appointment

for the second interview was then made anpd
the World's correspondent wne requested n
the meantime to submit In writing  the
questlons upon which the World deslred an
xpression of opinlon from the ex-chaneellor.
In requesting Prioce DBismarck's personal
view of the poesibllitles ol arbitration, the
prince was assured thatl an seademle ex-
pression on his part would in no way con-
promige him or In any way luvolve hlin In
controversy at home. It was slmply desired
to obtafh the opinion of so great an expe-
rleneed leader In international politics, whose
Judgment on the abstract question alone
would be of more valuw end of greater his-
torie Interest than of pernups any other liv-
Ing statesman, This mesunge was duly de-
livered to Count Rantzau, together with the
lotters of Intreductlon.

The World correspondent was shown inte
i reception room, alko on the ground floor,
and therp In a few moments the count re-
celved him: Iaotzau |8 tall, reserved, very
serious and also very polite, He lo a per-
fect type of the German Junker. After hall
an hour's conversation, not w holly upon
the subject of the Worltl's correspondent's
mission, Count Rantdau rose, telling the
visitor that Prince Blymarck himsell wag
about to enter the room apnd would see the
correspondent personally. The grand old
soldler appearcd fully dressed for his morn-
ing slelgh ride. He addressed only a fow
wards to the visitor, saying that Count IRant-
. would repeat such response s be de-
slred to make the World's inguiries

MEDAL FOR BEXPLOHRER NANSEN,

Arctie Adveninrer Homored by the
Royal Geographical Society.

LONDON, Feb, 8.~Thare was an Impres-
sive scene at the Royal Albért hall this
evening when amld the cheers of an avdlence
of about 7.000 persons the Brince of Wales
presented. Dr. Nanaen, the ' Norwegian ex-
plorer, with . the special medaY of the Royal
Geographical soclety, Barller in the evon-
ing Dr. Nansen was dingd at the Imperial
institute, the Prince of Wales, the Duke of
York and other notabillties of the Royal
Geographical  society belng present.

The preamble shows the
Impossibility of paclfying the West Indles
without home rule, though In installments,
and the hopelessness of winning over all
the Insurgents even at that, as Senor Can-
ovas admite that the present struggle Is a
war for Independence,

Critica of the government's polley pub-
llely asgert that they would have preferred

complete aulonomy. The reform policy ia
sure to bring on conflicts. Though Senor
Eagasta has counseled the liberals to re-

fraln from the coming obstacles in they gov.
rrament's way, the party organs severely
eriticlse the decrees, insiouating that the
liberals would go further If called to ofMce.
Moest  of the newspapers, notably the
Heraldo, the Imparcial, the Carllat, and the
ropublican papers, try to stir up the people
agalnst the new polley. They echo the prev-
alent Impression that the test of lia suc-
cexn will be Its effect on Cuba and the
United States. Most Spanlards are con-
vineed that the government ls confident of
obtaining *he approval and support of Presi-
dent  Cleveland, Eecretary Olney and the
American public. The opinion is general,
too, that the polley cannot succeed unless
General Weyler s promptly recalled from
Cuba,
CANOVAS' SOHEME CRITICISED.

Senor Abarzuza, the author of the reform
law of 1885, which Premler Cdanovas pro-
poses to amalgamate with his own program,
aiid who was consulted before the decrees
were publizhed, sald to the World corre-
apondent today: “Senor Canovas hans adopted
many. of my ldeas and also of Senor Mauras.
Bul he has developed them in a very radical
manner In the essential features of his pro-
gram and In a very conservatlve manner In
other points. My plin was to harmonize
colonial ambitlons with fmperial Interests,
enlisting in support of progressive reforms
all the elements Hkely to work out ‘colonial

NARROWLY AVERTS BLUNDER

Benate Comes Within an Ace of Making a
Costly Mistake,

NEARLY REPEALS THE DEPOSITORY LAW

Frantle HMasie to Posh Through
Party Measnre by Foree of the
Majority Delnys the BN
Consldernbly,

LINCOLN, Feb, 8.—{Speclal Telegram.)—
This afternoon It was discovered just In the
nlctk of time by the senate that It was about
to pass a hill, which, If It ruon the gauntlet
of the house and recelved the approval of the
governor, would practically repeal the state
and county depository law, The bill re-
ferred to was Senator Johnwon's proposed law
to levy a tax of one-half of 1 per cent per
annium on all state and private banks in
order to ereate a fund for the protection of
depositors In Insolvent banks.  The bill ls
one of those measures which has divided the
senate on party Hnes, and there has been a
disposition on tho part of its (rienda to crowd
it through the sonate as rapidly aa possible,
It was up for consideration In committes of
the whole, where the first four sections were
discugned.  The opposition, led by Henators
Murphy of Gage and Talbot of Lancaster, was
#0 pronounced that the friends of the mean-
ure, by a strict party vote, summarily ended
the debate and ordered the bill engrossed for

third reading. Less than one-hall of the
bill was read.

Today, when the bill was placed on It
final pareage, s friende discovered how

lamely it hnd been constructed, Sectlon 0 of
the bill I8 as follows: “‘It shall be unlawful
for any state, county, city or achool treans-
urer or other officer having the custody of
publiec moneys to deposit such public moneys
In any bank other than such as have com-
plied with the provisions of this net.”

Senator Howell of Omaha pointed out the
fact that thie provision sulliffed the state
and county depository law, for It prohibited
national banks from being designated as such
epositories, He suld that there were no
state oy private banks in Omabla, Senator
Grathnn of Howard called attention to the
fact that there were no state Danks In hia
county, and Senator Murphy of Gage added
that there were none In Beattlee.

The bill was finally referred back to
committee of the whole,

PHOBABLE REVENUE LAW.

Pollard’s bill, houge roll number 247, which
hns been read the second time, referred to
ecommittee on  revenue andl  taxation and
printed, provides for many reforms In the
present aystem of raising revenue for state,
county and munleipal purposes, It Is a
voluminous bill, covering eighty-five pages.
It was consldered in committes Friday even-
lng and quite favorahly recelved. If passed
and approved it will go Into effect January
1, 1808, An important provision 1s that all
Improvementa that increase the value of real
property shall be noted by assessors, who
shall annually revise thelr assessment llsts.
Among the exemptions from taxation pro-
vided for are property of the state, county
and munieipal corporations and church prop-
erty, provided that euch church properly
shull be used exclugively for the worship
of God, and when not so used 1t shall not
be exempt. School and cemetery property |8
also exempt. The prescribed answers to in-
terrogatories under oath are very stringent,
and the schedule of preperty to be listed
by aszessors Includes considorable that has
not heretofore been lsted. In lsting per-
fional property It Is provided that It shall
be valued ot the usual selllng price at the
time of leting. Personnl properly in tran-
sltu shall be listed and assesacd In the
county, township, clty or village where the
owner resides, The persoual property of all

the

corporntions shall be llsted In the place
where the works are located, Persons de-
giring to exempt government bonds must
exhibit the same to the arsessor. Every
company, assoclation or person engaged In

the business of loaning money, whether they
be Incorporated or not, shall be deemed
bankers, and all unincorporated banks and
bunkers shall make onnual statements of
thelr condition bYetween the 10th day of
January and the 1st of July, to the aksess-
ore, The proviglons regarding Insurance
companles are guite stringent, na nlso are

those affecting rallway corporations. Real
catate must be wvalued at s full value,
estimated at the price It would bring at a
voluntary sale for cash. The hoard of

county commlssioners s empowered (o grant
robates in whole or in part for the taxes
of any person whose bulldings, crops, stocks
or other property have been destroyed by fire,
tornado or other unaveldable casualty, The
loss for which such rebate Is allowed sghall
be such only as 18 not covered by insurance,
Lostes to county treasurles by defaleatlon
are to e made up within three vears by
additlonal levles,
